{Then shall be said by the Clergy and People the Lord’s Prayer: 


Our Father, who art in heaven, Hallowed be Thy Name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done on eath, As it is in heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses, As we forgive those who tres- 
pass againet us. And lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil: 
For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for ever and ever.

{Then shall follow these Collects : 


Direct us, O Lord, in all our doings with Thy most gracious favor, and 
further us with Thy continual help; that in all our works, begun, continued 
and ended in Thee, we may glorify Thy holy name and finaliy by Thy mercy 
obtain everlasting life; through Jesus Christ our Lord.

I believe in the Holy Ghost; The holy Catholic Church; The Communion 
oi Saints: The Forgiveness of sins: The Resurrection of the body: And 
the Life everlasting. Amen. 


Bishop: The Lord be with you. 

Answer: And. with thy spirit. 

Bishop: Let us pray. 

O Lord, show thy mercy upon us. 

Answer: And grant us thy salvation. 

Bishop: O God, make clean our hearts within us. 

Answer: And take not thy Holy Spirit from us. 

O Eternal God, without Whom nothing is strong, nothing is holy; Bless 
this work for which we are here gathered together to the honor and glory of 
thy great name, the edification of thy holy Church, and the sanctification of 
this Nation; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

[Then, the stone being laid in its place, the Bishop shall proceed to lay the 
same, as follows:

Response: And he that believeth on Him shall not be confounded. 

The Bishop: The stone which the builders refused. 

Response: Is become the head stone of the corner. 

The Bishop: Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy 
Ghost; 


Response: As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be, world 
without end. Amen. 


The Bishop: The glorous majesty of the Lord our God be upon us. 


Response: Prosper thou the work of our hands upon us. O prosper thou 
our handy-work. 


The Bishop: Except the Lord build the House. 
Response: Their labour is but vain that build it. 


[Then the Bishop, striking the stone three times with a hammer, shall say: 


In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 

I lay the corner-stone of an edifice to be here erected by the name of 
the Washington Memorial Chapel, to be devoted to the service of Almighty 
God, agreeably to the principles of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, in its doctrine, ministry, liturgy, rites and 
usages; and in memory of George Washington, communicant and lay 
reader of this Church, and the patriot Churchmen and Churchwomen, who 
served their God and country in the struggle for Liberty. 

Other foundation can no man lay than that which is iaid, even Jesus 
Christ; who is God over all, blessed for evermore; and in whom we have 
redemption through his blood, even the forgiveness of sins. Amen.
